Mr.  Coad,  chairman  of  the  committee  on  colored  population, 
presented  the  answer  ol  the  President  of  the  Maryland  Coloniza- 
tion Society,  in  obeciience  to  an  order  adojUed  by  the  House  of 
Delegates,  on  (he  8th  instant. 

Which  was  read  and  ordered  to  be  printed. 


To  the  Honorable  Willtam  Coad, 

Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Coloured  Population 
of  the  House  of  Delegates  of  Md. 

Sir: — I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  yours  of 
of  the  8th  inst.  conveying  an  order  of  the  House  of  Delegates  in 
the  following  words: 

"Ordered,  that  the  committee  on  colored  population  be  instruct- 
ed t(<  enquire  of  the  Boaril  of  vlanagers  of  the  Maryland  State  Col- 
onization Society,  the  number  o(  Negroes  which  have  been  manu- 
mitted in  each  county  of  ihe  State  by  last  wills  and  testaments,  or 
by  deeds  of  manumission,  since  1831 — also  the  number  which 
have  been  sent  to  their  colony  on  the  coast  of  Africa;  and  also  the 
number  which  they  have  caused  to  be  sent  out  of  the  State,  under 
the  provisionsof  the  act  of  1831,  ch.  281  " 

ft  give*  mn  pleasure  to  reply,  on  behalf  of  the  Society,  to  the 
enquiry  thus  made: 

1st.  i  he  number  of  manumissions  immediate  an(i  prospective, 
since  1831  up  to  the  1st  ot  January  1841,  lias  been  two  t.'jousand 
and  three  hundred,  so  far  as  they  have  been  reported  Irom  the 
several  counties  of  the  State. 

2nd.  The  number  of  persons  sent  to  Africa  has  been  six  hun- 
dred and  twenty  seven,  ot  whoaj  one  hundred  and  seventy  seven 
were  sent  to  the  se'.:i'ement  of  the  Anierican  Colonization  Society 
at  Monrovia,  and  four  hundred  and  fifty  to  Maryland  in  Liberia,  at 
Cape  Pal  mas. 


3d  It  is  believed  that  ihere  has  been  but  one  instance  in  which  the 
Managersof  the  Slate  Colonization  fund  have  caused  to  be  sent  out 
of  the  Slate  elsewhere  than  to  Alrica,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
law  of  1831,  manuraitied  slaves  who  refused  to  go  to  Africa.  This 
was  a  case  which  occurred  in  Charles  county,  "when  the  Sheriff 
removed  the  Negroes  and  obtained  his  expanses  (or  doing  so,  un- 
der the  law  ii>  question. 

The  fict  of  1  83!,  and  its  supplement  1832,  ch.  145,  contemplate 
that  the  Managers  of  the  State  fund  shall  notify  the  SherifTof  all 
persons  v^  ho  refuse  to  leave  the  State  after  they  have  been  manu- 
miutd,  and  require  the  Sheriff  to  remove  them  forcibly,  on  recei- 
ving the  necessary  expenses  from  the  Managers.  The  duty  thus  im- 
posed upon  the  Managers  of  the  Stale  fund,  is  one  that  it  is  ex- 
tremely difficult,  if  no'i  impossible,  for  them  to  perform.  After  re- 
ceiving notice  of  the  manumission  from  the  proper  officer  in  a  dis- 
tant county,  the  next  thing  to  be  done  is  to  ascertain  the  willing- 
ness of  the  Negro  to  emigrate.  This  must  be  done  by  personal 
conference  with  him,  and  for  this  purpose  an  agent  must, be  dis- 
patched to  see  him.  In  many  instances  he  gives  in  his  name  as  an 
emigrant,  and  a  place  is  prepared  for  him  in  the  next  vessel.  When 
the  agent  calls  on  him  to  get  ready  to  stait,  he  has  disappeared,  or 
has  obtained  a  permit  to  remain  under  the  act.  Olien  this  permit 
is  obtained  in  the  first  instance,  and  when  the  agent  calls  on  the 
Negro,  he  finds  it  useless  to  say  any  thing  lo  him  on  the  subject  of 
emigration.  While  the  agent  is  on  a  visit  to  Allegany  county  for 
instance,  manumissions  take  place  in  St.  Mary's,  or  Worcester;  so 
that  it  is  impossible,  v»  ithout  ti)e  employment  of  agents  in  every 
county  in  the  State,  at  an  expense  that  would  leave  nothing  to  be 
appropriated  to  the  removal  of  the  e-nigrants,  to  carry  ibis  part  of 
the  li»w  of  1831  into  operation.  VVilh  ihe  greatest  desire,  howe- 
ver, to  c^iiry  out  the  policy  ot  the  State  in  regard  to  it,  both  the 
Managers  of  the  State  fund,  whose  services  have  always  been  ren- 
dered gratuitously,  and  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Society,  have 
done  ail  in  their  power  to  promote  emigration,  and  have  an  agent, 
whose  employment  consists  in  traversing  the  Slate  from  county  to 
county. 

The  commitiee  will  be  struck  wiih  tlie  small  number  of  those 
manumitted,  who  have  been  transported  to  Africa,  This  is  to  be 
accouDted  for  by  the  fact  that  the  law  of  1831  authorises  the  Or- 
phan's Court  and  Baltimore  citv  Court  to  grant  permits  to  manu- 
mit'eii  shiVf'S  of  "extraordinary"  good  (character,  to  remain  in  (he 
State,  which  is  frequently  dosie;  and  that  in  other  instances,  the 
m-'Uiumitted  slave  rejnains  unnoticed  in  the  community — keepings 
the  fact  of  his  freedom  as  much  as  possible  lo  himself — and  not  dis- 
turbed by  those  who  have  no  especial  interest  in  doing  so,  rely- 
ing, in  fact,  upon  his  insignificance  for  exemption  from  the  opera- 
tion of  the  law. 


The  actof  1831,  not  only  provided  for  the  removal  of  manumit- 
ted slaves  and  free  colored  people  of  Maryland,  but  it  prohibits 
slaves  from  being  brought,  and  free  colored  persons  from  coming, 
into  the  State — both  which  provisions  were  consistent  with  the 
policy  of  the  law,  which  was  to  prevent  any  increase  from  abroad, 
of  the  colored  population,  while  an  outlet  was  provided,  by  which 
its  numbers  would  gradually  become  diminished.  V^arious  supple- 
raetits  to  the  act  of  1831  were  passed,  however,  from  time  to  time, 
authorising  slaves  to  be  brought  into  the  Stale  under  panicnlar 
circumstances^  upon  the  payment  of  a  tax,  so  that  although  the  re- 
moval ol  free  colored  persons  and  manumitted  slaves  by  the  Colon- 
ization Society,  was  going  on,  and  large  numbers  of  slaves  were 
removed  by  sale  to  the  south  and  southwest,  yet  the  reduction  in 
(he  number  of  the  colored  population  was  not  as  great  as  it  would 
have  been,  had  the  original  policy  of  the  State  been  maintained. 

At  the  time  the  law  of  1831  was  passed,  the  State  Colonization 
Society  looked  to  the  coloaies  on  the  coast  of  Africa,  founded  by 
the  American  Colonization  Society,  ior  the  rece[»tion  ot  the  manu- 
mitted slavt^s  that  might  be  sent  from  Maryland,  and  such  free  co- 
lored persons  as  chose  to  emigrate — and  they  accordingly  sent  to 
Monrovia  the  first  expedition  that  sailed  from  Baltimore,  consisting 
ot  one  hundred  and  fitty  p  rsons.  Circumstances  that  it  is  not 
necessary,  and  which  it  might  seem  invidious  here  to  mention, 
satisfied  the  State  Society,  that  they  could  not  consistently  wi'h 
their  duiy  to  the  emigrants,  who  relied  on  tlieir  repres»'ntations, 
send  another  expedition  to  the  same  place.  The  alternative  then 
presented  iiself  of  abandoning  the  whole  system  established  by  the 
law  of  1831,  or  of  founding  a  separate  colony  lor  the  reception  of 
emigrants  from  Maryland.  The  latter  course  was  adopted.  The 
next  expedition  was  sent,  ihereforr,  to  Cape  Palmas,  where  land 
was  purchased  from  the  native'^,  and  the  colony  ot  Maryland  in 
Liberia  founded  on  the  22nd  of  February  1834.  Its  hisiuiy  since 
that  day,  has  been  one  of  uninterrupted  prosperity,  f  ts  comnpu- 
nity,  ot  upwarciS  of  five  hundred  emigiants,  is  happy  and  thriving. 
Its  position,  in  a  commercial  point  of  view,  is  unequalled  in  ^^  esi- 
ern  Africa  lis  soil  is  fertile — i's  climate  sahibrious  to  the  color- 
ed race.  The  natives  around  are  on  good  terms  with  the  emi- 
grants. Salutary  laws,  administered  wholly,  and  with  excellent 
discretion,  by  colored  olScers,  are  in  operation,  and  all  visitors  to 
the  coast,  without  a  single  exception,  have  joined  in  praisinji  the 
colony  ot  Maryland  in  Lit)eria,as  nobly  illustrating  the  wi^e  policy 
in  which  it  had  its  origin,  and  making  known  in  a  distant  hnd,  the 
State  from  which  it  sprung  Its  formation  was,  as  already  men- 
tiont-d,  a  woi  k  ol  necessity,  and  it  h.iS  since  [)een  inaintained  by 
the  aid  of  the  State  and  by  voluntary  contributions,  the  amounts 
received  !xom  both  sources  b  inj;  stated  in  the  documents  transmit- 


.ted  to  the  committee  on  colorerl    population  at  the  last  session    of 
jlhe  Legislature. 

Founded,  as  the  colony  has  been  by  the  State  Society  ,it  is  whol- 
ly independent  of  the  Society  at  Washinj^ton,  and  the  discussion  oi 
the  conflicting  opinions  and  views,  that  have  occasionally  agitated 
thai  body, have  never  arisen  to  interfere  vvnh  the  progress  o(  the  btate 
jSociety.  Influenced  by  difl'erent  vievt's  m  regard  to  slavery,  as  many 
of  the  friends  ol  colonization  no  doubt  are,  it  has  been  a  subject  of 
rejoicing  with  the  btate  Society  that  it  has  been  able,  by  means  of 
the  system  of  independent  State  action  that  it  has  adopted,  to  keep 
itself  out  cf  the  arena  of  angry  disputation,  and  confine  its  labors 
to  carrying  out  the  views  and  policy  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  as 
indicated  in  her  legislation  on  the  subject. 

A  call,  similar  to  the  present,  was  made  on  the  Society  at  the 
last  session  of  the  Legisli.ture,  and  very  full  answers  were  given. 
I  am  not  aware  that  they  were  printed  by  the  House,  but  in  order 
to  preserve  the  inlormation  they  contained,  and  which  has  been 
collected  with  great  care  and  industry,  they  were  ptinted  in  the 
Colonization  Journal — and  as  they  are  more  convenient  to  be  read 
in  print  than  in  manuscript,  I  have  taken  the  liberty  ot  enclosing 
you  copies  ol  the  paper  containing  them,  as  affording  information 
upon  subjects  which  may  not  be  uninteresting,  while,  at  the  same 
filijej  they  cover  most  of  the  ground  of  the  present  inquiry.

Messrs.  Howard,  Stctart,  and  Anderson, 
Managers  of  the  Maryland  State  Colonization  Fund,  ^-c.  &,c. 

Gentlemen: — On  the  31st  ult.  the  following  order  was  adopted  by  the 
House  of  Delegates. 

Ordered,  That  the  committee  on  the  coloied  population,  obtain  and  re- 
port to  this  house,  a  detailed  statement  from  the  officers  of  the  Coloniza- 
tion Society  of  the  State,  shewing  the  number  of  persons  and  their  places 
of  residence,  anterior  to  tri^nsportation,  transported  by  said  Society;  the 
number  and  grade  of  officers  ot  the  Society,  and  their  respective  salaries; 
the  amount  of  money  received  from  each  county,  and  the  number  of  per- 
sons of  colour  sent  from  each  county,  and  the  manner  in  which  ihe 
amount  of  money  has  been  disbursed. 

You  will  therefore  be  kind  enough  to  give  detailed  answers  to  the  fol- 
lowing inquiries. 

1.  What  is  the  number  of  persons  of  color  who  have  been  transported 
from  this  State,  by  the  Maryland  Colonization  Society,  since  its  organi- 
zation? 

2.  State,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  ihe  names  of  the  persons  so  transported. 
The  place  (with  as  much  minuteness  as  practicable,)  where  each  of  such 
persons  last  resided,  prior  to  his  or  her  tiansportaiion — and  in  what  year 
each  of  said  persons  was  transported. 

3.  Give  the  number  of  persons  transported  in  each  year,  since  the  or- 
ganization of  the  Society. 

4.  Give  the  number  and  grade  of  the  offiicers  of  the  Society  and  their 
respective  salaries,  or  other  compensation. 

5.  What  is  tlie  entire  amount  of  money  loceived  from  this  State  by  the 
Society — how  much  has  been  received  from  each  county — and  ho-v  much 
has  been  received  in  each  year,  since  the  passage  of  the  act  of  1831? 

6.  What  number  of  persons  of  colour,  have  been  transported  from  each 
county  in  the  State? 

7.  In  what  manner  has  the  amount  of  .money  received  by  the  Society 
from  the  State  been  disbursed? 

It  would  be  desirable  to  hear  from  you  at  the  earliest  possible  date.

To  Charles  Howard,  Wm.  R.  Stuart, 

and  Franklin  Anderson,  Esqrs. 

Gentlemen: — I  herewith  communicate  answers  to  the  interrogatories  of 
the  committee  on  coloured  population  of  tbe  House  of  Delegates,  placed 
by  you  in  my  hands  for  that  j)urposc. 

To  the  Is/  interrogafory. — The  whole  number  of  persons  transported 
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to  Africa  by  the  managers  of  the  State  Fund  and  the  Slate  Colonization 
Sosiety,  since  1832,  has  been  six  hundred  and  fifly-two,  which  includes 
the  caiigrnnts  sent  by  the  Lafayette  and  liie  Oriun  to  the  old  colony,  and 
tvyenty-five  sent  to  Hayti. 

7^he  popidation  of  the  colony  was  stated  in  tlic  annual  report  at  four 
hundred  and  fifty;  this  was  .error.  The  population  is  now  four  hundred 
and  ninety-one.  The  error  arose  in  omitting  the  emigrants  by  the  OI)e- 
ron,  which  had  not  reached  the  colony  when  the  census  from  whjcli  the 
statement  was  taken,  was  made. 

Tb  the  'ind interrogatory . — This  will  be  found  answered  in  document 
A.  hereto  appended,  so  far  as  it  is  practicable  to  answer  it.  The  names  of 
tlie  emigrants  are  there  given,  and  the  years  in  which  they  sailed  from 
lialtimore;  and  as  iar  as  now  known,  their  places  of  residence  prior  to 
their  transportation.  It  is  to  be  remarked,  that  the  society  have  always 
liad  more  room  for  emigrants,  than  was  filled,  in  tlieir  vessels.  They  were 
never  obliged,  from  the  number  of  applicants,  to  apportion  the  nurnbi.>r  sent 
out  among  the  counties;  and  therefore  the  only  question  has  been,  wheth- 
er the  emigrants  were  from  Maryland.  On  this  'head,  the  s6ciety  has 
been,  in  every  instance,  particular;  replying  to  all  applications  from  other 
states,  and  they  have  been  frequent,  that  the  fund  of  the  state  was  limited 
to  the  use  of  emigrants  from  within  its  own  borders;  and  that  the  State 
Society  had  determined  to  adopt  the  same  limitation  in  the  expenditure  of 
the  means  that  it  njight  obtain  from  individual  subscriptions.  In  tliree 
instances  emigrant?  were  sent  from  other  states  than  Maryland.  The  ser- 
vants ol  Mrs.  Tubman,  of  Georgia,  and  Mr.  Bayard,  of  Carolina,  expe- 
vienced  cotton-planters,  whom  the  society  were  desirous  to  obtain  as  color 
nists,  that  thny  might  introduce  the  cultivation  of  this  staple;  and  some 
servants  belonging  to  Mr.  Wever,  of  Frederick  county,  Md.  but  who  were 
resident  in  -Virginia,  and  who  went  out  with  Maryland  servants  of  the  same 
master.  In  all  these  cases,  the  full  cost  of  transportation  and  support  in 
Africa,  was  paid  by  the  respective  owners,  besides  a  handsome  outfit  whicl^ 
tliey  gave  to  their  people. 

In  the  case  of  the  Tubman  servants,  who  formed  almost  the  entire  ex- 
pedition of  the  Baltimore,  the  result  of  the  voyage  was  a  profit  to  the  so- 
ciety, as  will  be  seen  by  referring  to  their  balance-sheet,  where  there  is 
credited  to  the  brig  Baltimore,  the  sum  of  $76  18.  The  society  chartered 
the  vessel,  and  being  paid  the  usual  freight  and  passage  money  by  Mrs. 
Tubman,  made  the  profit  of  the  voyage  out;  so  that  this  expedition  was 
no  charge  on  them. 

The  information  asked  now  by  the  committee,  has  made  apparent  the 
utility  of  keeping  hereafter,  an  accurate  account  of  the  residence  and  cir- 
cumstances of  each  emigrant,  and  it  will  accordingly  be  done. 

It  has  been  rematked  that  there  has  always  been  room  in  the  society's 
vessels  for  more  emigrants  than  have  been  sent.  This  needs,  perhaps,  a 
word  of  explanation.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  agent  for  collecting  emigrants, 
to  visit  every  county  in  the  state  during  the  year,  and  to  ascertain  who 
will  emigrate.  His  list  when  made  up,  is  reported  to  the  board  of  mana- 
gers. He  is  then  sent  to  collect  the  emigrants.  On  this  second  visit,  he 
has  invariably  found  that  he  has  been  followed  by  enemies  to  coloniza- 
tion, who  have  filled  the  minds  of  those   who  proposed  to  emigrate  with 
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the  dociHnes  of  the  abolitionists!,  the  leading  one  of  which  is,  that  by  lead- 
ing the  United  Stales,  the  coloured  people  impair  their  chance  of  getting 
"their  rights,"  as  they  are  cialled,  by  numerical  influence.  This  the 
agent  has  found  in  verv  many  cases  sufficient  to  deter  emigrants  already 
on  the  list,-  and  for  whom  places  had  been  prepared;  and  in  consequence,' 
there  has  oeen  disappointment  in  the  numbers  of  every  expedition  yet  sent 
to  Cape  Palmas.  In  Maryland,  colonization  and  abolition  are  antagonists, 
and  the  aim  of  the  latter  is  to  destroy  the  former;  and  this  has  been  the 
case,  since  1834.  Had  it  not  been  for  abolition,  it  is  believed  that  every 
expedition  would  have  taken  out  as  many  emigrants  as  sailed  in  the  La- 
Fayeltfe  in  1832,  before  the  abolitionists  obtained  strength  or  influence. 
This  is  not  a  pleasant  confession  to  make,  but  it  is  true.  Latterly  there 
is  acliahgein  this  respect,  hovvevei,  foi  the  belter.  The  steady  course  of 
Colonization  has  given  to  it  the  character  of  a  sculed  policy,  and  iis  oppo- 
nents, in  this  slate,  are  believed  to  be  gelling  "tired  out." 

To  the  'id  i)iterrogatory.— This  is  fully  answered  by  document  A. 

To  the  ith  interrogatory.- — The  officers  of  the  society  consist  of  a  pre- 
sident, six  vice-presidents,  tivelve  managers,  two  secieiitries,  a  treasurer, 
an  agent,  and  a  clerk.  No  person  connected  with  the  society  is  allowed 
a  perquisite.  The  agent  and  tlie  clerk  are  the  only  persons  receiving  com- 
pensation. The  salary  of  the  agent  is  81,000;  tlie  clerk's  salary  is  $200. 
The  duty  of  the  agent  includes  all  the  oCice  duties,  which  may  be  sup- 
posed to  belong  to  such  an  oftice,  while  he  is  in  Baltimore;  and  it  is  his 
duty  to  go  to  every  county  in- the  state  in  search  of  emigrants,  and  to  dis- 
seminate information  on  the  subject  Of  colonization;  and  these  duties  he 
punctually  performs.  He  collects  emigrants,  makes  purchases  for  the  ex- 
peditions, and  has  a  general  control  of  all  matters  touching  the  society,  un- 
der the  instructions  of  the  board.  The  clerk  keeps  the  office  when  the 
agent  is  absent,  does  the  copying,  serves  notices,  &c.  The  office  rent  iff 
$120. 

There  is  a  person  employed  at  this  time  in  collecting  ih^  individual 
animal  subscriptions  now  due  in  Baltimore  to  the  society, at <550  per  month. 
His  employment  is  but  temporary  however,  and  vviU  cease  on  the  1st 
April  at  farthest. 

The  average  expenses  for  salaries,  office  rent,  &^.  since  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  society,  have  been  $1,573  12  per  amnim.  This  average  is 
higher  than  the  present  amount  paid,  owing  to  the  employment  formerly, 
at  one  time,  of  two  agents,  with  the  view  of  more  cireetually  canvassing 
the  state.

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Making  up  to  December  1st,  1839,  the  end  of  the  state's  fiscal  year,  the 
average  per  annum,  since  the  society  has  received  any  thing  from  the  state 
fund,  $9,448  55,  being  less  than  the  annual  amount  of  $10,000  provided 
for  by  the  law.  This  law  authorized  the  payment  of  $20,000  the  first 
year.  The  shipment  by  the  Lafayette,  which  does  not  come  into  our 
balance-sheet,  was  made  by  the  managers  of  the  state  fund,  and  cost  as 
per  tlieir  books  $5,289  37,  which,  with  the  other  expenses  of  the  mana- 
gers of  the  state  fund,  before  thej  adopted  the  plan  of  employing  the 
asjency  of  the  State  Society  entirely,  including  the  expen-ses  of  sending 
emigrants  to  Ilayti,  agencies  in  the  state,  publications,  and  removing  manu- 
mitted slaves  from  the  state,  who  refused  to  go  to  Africa,  amounting  tc 
$7,570  72,  makes  the  gross  expenditure  $79,000,  to  the  1st  December^ 
1839,  the  close  of  the  state's  fiscal  year,  while  the  expenditure  authorized- 
was  $80,000  in  the  same  period.

To  the  6lh  interrogatory. — Tiiis  is  answered,  as  far  as  practicable,  by 
document  A . 

To  the  7th  interrogatory. — Accompanying  these  answers  is  a  copy  of 
the  Eighth  Aiv.iual  Report  of  tl)e  State  Society,  which  contains,  on  page 
11,  a  balance  sheet  fcom  its  organization,  and  whicli  will  convey  as  ac- 
curate a  general  idtn  of  the  manner  in  whicli  the  expenditures  have  been 
made,  as  could  be  conveyed,  without  a  particular  examination  of  the 
books,  in  which  every  transaction  will  be  found  entered  with  the  accuracy 
of  a  mercantile  establishment.  But  it  may  not  be  irrelevant  to  state  here, 
the  general  course  of  business  of  the  society. 

The  funds  of  the  society  are  derived  from  three  sources — the  state,  in- 
dividual contributions,  and  Uieir  trade — all  of  which  go  to  one  object, 
the  promotion  of  the  objects  of  the  act  of  1831. 

The  expenditures  being  principally  incurred  in  sending  emigrants  to 
Africa  and  sui)portirfg  them  there,  the  chief  outlay  is  to  be  found  under, 
the  head  of  the  diflevent  expeditions,  on  the  books.  Instead  of  permit- 
ting the  agent  in  Africa  to  draw  on  the  society  for  his  expenses,  goods 
are  sent  out  to  meei  iliem.  These  goods  on  the  coast  of  Africa,  are  worth 
100  per  cent,  more  than  they  cost;  and  this  is  the  saving  in  sending  goods 
instead  of  accepting  and  payino-  drafts.  The  principle  article  sent,  is  to- 
bacco, which  when  bought  at  Baltimore  at  $10,  sells  in  Africa  at  $20. — 
At  the  end  of  every  year,  therefore,  there  is  a  profit  made,  which  is  car- 
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ried  to  the  credit  of  profit  and  loss,  which  item  oh  the  balance  sheet  has 
$9,046  98  to  its  credit,  after  charging  it  with  all  matters  on  which  loss 
has  been  made  in  all  departments  of  business;  the  real  profit  made  by  the 
transactions  being  much  greater  than  this  sum. 

When  a  shipment  is  made  to  Africa,  the  agent  there  is  charged  with  it, 
and  when  he  returns  his  semi-annual  accounts,  he  is  credited  so  far  as  he 
accounts  for  it.  When  the  accounts  of  the  agent  shew  how  he  has  spent 
the  funds,  the  objects  to  which  they  are  applied,  are  charged  and  the 
expeditions  credited. 

'J'he  expedition  by  the  Bourne,  for  instance,  cost  $3,691  25.  Subse- 
quent accounts  of  the  agent  showed  what  portion  of  her  cargo  had  been 
spent  in  Opening  roads,  supporting  emigrants,  buying  territory,  &c.  &c.' 
and  at  length  she  remained  charged  with  but  $1,096  07,  tlie  balance  hav- 
ing been  shewn  to  be  properly  applied.  'J'he  sum  of  $1,090  07  is  there- 
fore the  actual  cost  to  the  state  and  the  society  of  the  mere  transportation 
of  the  emigrants  by  the  Bourne.  The  balance  of  the  cost  of  the  expe- 
dition having  been  accounted  for  by  shewing  its  appropriation  to  matlers 
connected  with  their  support  on  the  voyage,  and  for  six  months  in  Afiica, 
providing  for  tlieir  reception  there,  and  the  general  wants  of  the  colony. 
Were  the  Bourne's  emigrants,  (taking  this  vessel  tor  the  example,)  fifty- 
seven  in  number,  to  be  carried  out  by  oUier  than  the  society,  the  cost  of 
mere  transportation  might  be  set  dovvn  at  $30  round,  or  $1,710;  shewing  a 
saving,  by  the  operation,  of  $613  93,  supposing  that  the  general  expenses 
alluded  to^  had  at  all  events  to  be  borne. 

When  the  society's  colony  increases  so  as  to  be  beyond  the  necessity 
of  receiving  the  aid  incident  to  its  establishment,  and  the  tirst  years  o  fits 
existence,  the  cost  of  each  expedition  will  of  course  be  reduced. 

In  this  way,  the  affairs  of  the  society  are  necessardy  of  a  commercial 
character  in  a  great  degree — and  they  are  managed  carefully  and  witb 
prudence,  through  the  aid  of  the  merchants  in  the  board,  who  give  their 
attention  to  the  subject. 

Among  other  items  in  the  balance  sheet,  will  be  seen.  Colonization 
Journal,  $1,484  93,  on  the  debit  side.  This  Journal  has  been  found  very 
useful  in  disseminating  information  on  the  subject.  It  is  paid  for  by 
lliose  who  receive  it,  as  an  ordinary  newspaper,  and  besides  supporting 
itself,  is  a  source  of  revenue  to  the  society.  The  receipts  from  it,  are  in- 
cluded in  the  head  of  contributions  on  the  other  side  of  the  sheet. 

Samuel  F.  McGill  is  charged  on  the  balance  sheet  with  $734  25. — 
This  was  the  expense  of  educating  the  son  of  a  colonist  as  a  physician,' 
which  Was  done  at  a  northern  medical  school,  and  the  society  is  now  re- 
lieved from  the  anxieties  which  the  uncertainty  of  having  sufficient  me- 
dical attendance  at  the  colony,  always  occasioned. 

It  would  be  very  gralifyin<;  to  me  to  show  to  the  committee  the  books' 
of  the  society,  from  which  alone  can  the  nature  and  extent  of  its  opera- 
tions be  full\  understood — and  the  amount  of  labor  performed  in  a  year 
be  appreciated.  The  last  annual  report  will,  perhaps,  however,  with  the 
answers  now  given,  be  suflicieiit  for  the   purpose  of  the  present  inquiry »• 

It  may  here  be  remarked,  as  a  result  of  an  examination  of  the  balance 
sheet,  that  the  contributions  of  the  society  to  the  objects  of  the  act  of 
1831,  amounting  to  $31,522  91,  have  been  several  hundred  dollars  more 
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than  SufTicicrit  to  puf  fot  the  purchase  of  territory  in  Alrica,  and  all  the 
home  expenses,  and  the  expenses  of  the  government  in  Africa  and  agen- 
cies,'since  the  organization  of  tlie  society,  leaving  the  funds  of  the  state 
to  be  applied  to  the  removal  ot  emigants,  the  preparation  ot  a  place  ior 
them,  and  their  support  tliere,  till  able  to  support  themselves.  Or  thus:

Leaving  on  those  items  $331  13,  in  favor  of  the  society,  after  charging 
it  with  the  cost  of  territory,  and  all  the  home  and  foreign  expenses  of 
agency,  government,  &c.  ^s  above. 

These  remarks  are  made  in  this  place,  with  a  view  of  showing,  that 
while  the  society  have,  as  they  most  generally  acknowledge,  been  able  to 
promote  the  great  and  useful  undertaking  in  which  they  are  ertgaged, 
mainly  throu2:h  the  assistance  of  the  state,  and  the  wise  forethought  of 
its  policy,  the  society  have  also  contributed  to  an  important  extent  in  the 
promotion  of  the  objects  Which  the  state  had  in  view  in  its  legislation  on 
the  subject. 

Inasmuch  as  these  questions  have  been  propounded  by  the  committee, 
questions  which  it  has  afforded  me  the  highest  satisfaction  to  answer,  it 
may  be,  perhaps,  permitted  me  to  express  my  earnest  prayer  that  no  le- 
gislation adverse  to  the  present  policy  of  the  state,  under  existing  laws,- 
tnay  take  place,  which  shall  in  any  wise  weaken  the  friends  that  have  for 
years  been  laboring  without  compensation,  to  carry  out  the  views  which 
were  entertained  when  the  colonization  laws,  as  they  ate  termed,  were 
passed;  whose  labors,  their  point  and  results,  were  annually  detailed  at 
the  meetings  of  the  society,  during  the  sessions  of  the  legislature  in  An- 
napolis. Upon  the  legislation  of  the  state,  upon  its  settled  policy  as  it 
was  understood,  there  are  now  near  500  emigrants  on  the  coast  of  Alrica. 
Now  they  are  weak.  They  now  hang  on  those  who  placed  them  there. 
To  repeal  the  law — to  take  away  the  fund,  would  be  followed  by  melan- 
choly consequences  to  them;  and  I  trust  that  the  funds  in  question  will 
not  be  impaired,  but  that  the  law  will  be  permitted  to  lemaiir,  until  by  its 
terms,  these  funds  shall  be  exhausted.

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The  Orion  was  sent  to  Africa  when  the  law  of  the  state  of  1827 
required  proof  of  residence  in  JMaryland  only,  and  accordingly  the 
list  of  emigrants  among  the  papers  is  accompanied  with  sucirproof, 
without  its  being  stated  in  what  counties  the  emigrants  had  resided 
previous  to  then-  embarkation:
